Imtrisonment for Debt i France. A point
ot law relating to imprisonment lor debt, of
some consequence to loreijmers, and not Rene-rall-

known, has been settled by the Civil Tri
bunal of the Seine. A nborl time since M.
fcchuvllmann, a merchant residing In Paris,
arrested a Bavarian on the srround that he was
about to leave the country without paying his
debts. The latter disputed the legality ot the
arrest, on tho plea that his creditor is a Bava-
rian, and therefore not entitled to avail himself
